Baltimore Md., Aung. 17th, ’86. 


The report of the death of Rev. 
Moses A. Hopkins fell like a blow 
upon his many friends in this city 
where he was well and favorably 
known. He spentsome time here 
just prior 3 his departare for Li- 
beria, was especially bopefal 
for his tuture there. He Was a 
man very generally known out- 
side the Presbyterian church, 
but he was an earnest, conscien- 
tous christian gentleman, who 
hoped to combine a dissemination 
ot the gospel in the “Black Kepub- 
lic,’ together with his diplomatic 
duties. He was an ambitious man 
aud did not conceal the fact that be 
hoped to make his diplomatic mis- 
sion & means to an end, and that 
he might reap some of its best 
fruits on American soil. It is re- 
marked here as a noticeable co in 
cidence that the two Presbyterian 
Divines who have been accredited 
to Liberia, have died at their post 
of duty, while J. Milton Turner and 
and John H. Smyth came back 
splendid specimens of robust health- 
fullness. 

I have spoken to tivo Presbyte-

Mr. Pelham, editor of the Detroit 
Plaindealer, submitted the follow- 
ing report on labor to the Press 
convention that met at Atlantic

WHY MATTHEWS GANNOT 
BE REMOVED. 


‘‘The President sball have power 
to fill ali vacancies that may bap- 
pen during the recess of the senate 
by granting commissions which 
shall expire at the end of their 
next session.” —Art. II-Sec. 2. U. 
S. Const. 


President Cleveland has simply 
exercised a coustitutional right in 
thus appointing Mr. Matthews to 
fill a vacaney caused by the resig- 
nation of Mr. Douglass, late 
corder oi deeds for the Distr.ct of 
Columbia. 

That Mr. Matthews is a non 
resident is vo legul disqualification, 
and the plea was resorted to only 
asa pretext to defeat a worthy 
gentleman on account of his color 
und his politics. Why has not 
this sentiment about non resident 
been urged aguiust former ap 
pointees including District Com- 
missioners, Marshals and other 
officers in the District of Colum- 
bia. The president has nut been 
frightened by this “ass in the 
lion’s skin” and we have to give 
him credit for asserting bis honest 
couviciions whether the senate 
likes it or not. 


GOOD SIGNS. 


Nearly half of the term of the’ 


present admivistration has passed 
and up tothis time the colored 
people bave enjoyed a measure of 
peace. The prophesies of alarm- 
its, in which were foretold the im- 
pending doom of the colored people 
of general anarchy and of ultimate 
distinction of this government, 
which filled our souls with dread 
aud for the moment overshadowed 
our hopes of future usefalness and 
ultimate equality, have turned out 
to be merely the vaporings 
of an overwrought imagination, 
to end ridicule; and we can 
now sit soberly down and congrat- 
ulate ourselves that every priest is 
not aprophet, neither is every 
alarmist @ wise man. 

There is also a greater inter- 
est taken in educational and ma- 
terial growth and while there is 
less interest taken in politics aud a 
g eat falling off in the army ot pol- 
iticians who were, after all, of 
doubtful utility to the race, there 
are sigusof a settling down to 
something like a normal basis, up- 
on which we can measure, with 
greater certainty, the actual pro-. 
gress wade by our people. 

We donot pretend to say that 
the increased interest in material 
and educat.onal growth is the di- 
rect result of the policy of the 
present administration; bat we 
have no doubt that such growth 
has been accelerated by the ab- 
sence of interference and the mass- 
es ot a spirit of toleration, if not 
actual friendship. This settling of 
ihe race has developed hopeful re- 
suits. In the first place, persecu- 
tions bave died out, almost entire- 
ly and whatever the cause, it has 
given way to aspirit of toleration, 
uever before manifested, which is 
fast turning the point of honest 


his much abused former slave. In 
the second place, the absence of in- 
dacements which politics once 
offered, has produced a greater in- 
terest in the accummulation of 
wealth, the adornment of homes 
and a more ready accommodation 
to the actual stateof things at the 
south ; for however we may think 
of it, the fact is that the colored 
people can never maintain politi- 
cal supremacy at the south, until 
there is a much closer approxima- 
tion on their part to the learning, 
wealth and business of the tormer 
master. Hence an undisturbed and 
rapid growth in that regard will be 
the surest road to political equali- 
ty or even political sapremacy, 
it desirable. |

tunity of carefully, calmly and 
soberly examining all their rela-

determine a party application bass- 
ed upon an intelligent discrimina- 
tion. | Be 
this opportunity to stady relations 
is not known; but whatever it is, 
it will be regarded as the first man- 
ifestation of political jadgement ; 
and affiliations.resulting from sach 
judgement will be respected and 
carry their full share of influence. 
The present administration is tend- 
ing to bring about this result in the 
spediest and most natural manner. 
It does not grossly effend the one, 
or tyranize over the other, but both 
the former master and former slaves 
are being mallified by amild system 
of concession and capitalation. It 
shows a moderate spirit of triend- 
ship for the colored people by leav- 
ing the rank and file of the colored 
officeholders unmolested and with 
out asking any return for such 
friendship. As for Mr. Cleveland 
we admire his policy of standing 
by his professions and promises, in 
defiance of .friends and- enemies 
alike aud wish the remainder of his 
administration to be as peaceful 
and beneficial as that which has 
characterized the past.

Clevelanu of Mr. James C. Mat- 
thews us R corder of D.eds, to 
succ ed Mr. Frelerick Douglass, 
was as a streak of lightning «cross 
a clear sky to the people of the 
District of C lumbia. 1t was sup- 
pred that the defeat of Mr. Mat- 
thews’ contirmution in the Sena'e 
bad virtually settled bis case, a: d 
that either another vame would 
be sent in, or the then incumbent 
would be co:tinued until anoiber 
appointment could be made. But 
Presideut Cleveland has shown 
himself a man ofsu prises. Some 
people made haste to affirm that 
the President did not mean that 
Mr, Matthews should have the 
office; that the whole mat er was 
arranged to tickle the fancy of the 
colored voter. Under such cir- 
cumstances n> Other course wa; 
left for the President to pursae 
but the appointment of Mr. Mat- 
thews, thus showing that he pre 
ferred to incur the displeasure ot 
the entire senate ot the United 
States, to be ng accused of insin- 
cerity. | 
It was a’so alleged that Preai- 
dent Cieveland had refrained from 
using his influenee to bave Mr, 
Matthews contirmed, in order that 
he might have the oppurtunity of 
heroically rescuing a representa- 
tive of the colored race, wto had 
been thrown overboard by both 
parties in the senate, and thus in- 
crease his personal popularity wi h 
the colured people. This state- 
ment would seem to refute iiself. 
Some “cheap Johns” have mide 
haste to say that the defeat of Mr. 
Matthews’ coufirmation by a re- 
publican senate was proof thet re- 
publicans had as much prejudice 
against a coiored man as democrats 
have. The truth is, when Mr. 
Matthews’ case was first acted upon 
by the District committee, his 
confirmat on was reported adverse- 
ly. Had Senator Miller, the re 
publican senator fiom California, 
been alive and present when the 
vote wus taken, Mr. Matthews’ 
nomination would have been re- 
ported favorably to the senate and 
confirmed many monthsago And 
even upon the final action of the 
committee, the nomination was 
almost unanimously reported back 
adversely; and when taken up 
for action in the senate, it is re- 
rted that the nominationwses re- 
jected by a vote 27 to 15, only four 
of the suid latter number being 
democrats. We have been in- 
formed that this latter statement 
is untrue.
